of figures from 
m anagers of fruit exchanges over 
the state, the new spaper estim ated 
tha t the crop will aggregate 8 1,000 
cars of oranges and 15,375 cars of 
lem ons for the season from N o­ 
vem ber, 19 28 , to Novem ber, 19 29 . 
T he figure is an increase of m ore 
than 35 per cent over the previous 
y ear, but it m ay be cut down due 
to dam age resulting from the pres­ 
ent cold spell. 
The total value of the crop Is 
placed a t m ore than $100,000,000, 
although it w as pointed out tha t 
the exact valuation is difficult to 
determ ine. 
Of the total crop, It is estim ated 
tha t 69 ,9 00 cars of oranges and 
14,9 50 
cars 
of 
lem ons 
will 
be 
shipped from Southern California 
and 10,000 cars of oranges and 225 
cars of lem ons from central C ali­ 
fornia. 
Shipm ents from northern Call 
fornia will aggregate 500 cars of 
oranges and 200 cars of lemons, It 
w as predicted.

PLAN FOR QUICKER COURT ACTION 


A bill to abolish demurrers as a pleading in all 
civil cases is before th e legislature. 
Th e purpose 
of th e demurrer under th e common law and under 
th e statute was to make certain th at oth er pleadings, 
particularly th e complaint and answer, were legally 
sufficient both as to th e jurisdiction of th e court 
and th e facts as well as to clearness of language 
so as to fully apprise th e opponent of th e ex act 
issues. 
. In modern practice any objection wh ich could 
je raised by a demurrer can be raised at th e trial 
of th e action. 
Th is pleading h as been almost uni­ 
formly used by lawy ers to delay th e suit. 
In most 
cases wh ere th e objections raised by th e demurrer 
lave been sustained it h as merely resulted in th e 
filing of an amended complaint and th e case h as 
gone ah ead with a delay of from ten day s to 
several month s. 
In a comparatively few cases th e 
pleader was unable to draw 
a complaint wh ich 
would overcome th e objection, and no trial re­ 
sulted. 
In th ese cases th e demurrer serves a very 
useful purpose. 
However, it h as been so much 
abused, and its real value h as been so sligh t th at 
th ere h as been a general demand to minimize or 
penalize its use or, as in th is measure, to abolish 
it altogeth er. 
No great h arm can come from its abolition wh ile 
speedier justice and greater service of th e courts 
are bound to result. 
Th is movement is in line with 
modern procedural 
reforms and q uicker action. 
Most lawy ers will welcome th e passing of th e de­ 
murrer and practically all litigants seeking real 
justice will benefit.

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS 


Th e United States h as alway s contended for th e 
freedom of th e seas in war as well as in peace. 
It was for th at we engaged in th e war of 18 12, 
and th e treaty of peace wh ich condudetf th at war 
never considered it at all. 
It was th is doctrine 
of th e freedom of th e seas wh ich lead us into th e 
World war. 
Both Germany and th e Allies, in th e 
last war, refused us th e freedom of th e seas, and 
only th e drastic submarine warfare of Germany 
against our commerce drove us to th e Allied side. 
Again and again, before we entered th e war, 
Great Britain interfered with our commerce, and 
alway s against th e vigorous protest of our gov­ 
ernment. 
President Wilson included th e doctrine 
of freedom of th e seas as th e second of h is points, 
but th rough th e manipulations of th e European 
diplomats it was kept out of th e peace conference. 
At th at time Mr. Wilson wrote to Lloy d George 
th at th e United States would never again place 
h erself in th e position wh ere sh e could not pro­ 
tect h er commerce on th e h igh seas. 
It is th ere 
th at we find th e origin of th e sense of need of a 
big navy , a navy wh ich sh all at least be on a 
parity with 
England s navy , and perh aps 
even 
larger. 
Th is, of course, England will not permit 
if it can be prevented. 
Great Britain h as alway s striven to command th e 
seas, not as a matter of national pride, but from 
necessity . 
Th e 
absolute need, because of h er 
insular position and th e insufficiency of h er food 
supply , to keep th e sea lanes open for h er com­ 
merce in time of war is perfectly apparent. 
Th e 
need is not so great for us, as we can all see. 
But th e great q uestion is, wh ere will th is lead? 
If we enter into a naval race with Great Britain, 
wh at is going to h appen? 
As we know, it was, in 
P « t. for th is th at Germany started h er naval pro­ 
gram. 
It is needless to point out wh at h ave been 
th e results.
